No. 2£MC(9)/67,— The present wage structures of each 
of the two Air Corporations, Air India and the Indian Air- 
lines Corporation, have evolved over the years on the basis 
of negotiations or as a result of judicial awards. Although 
efforts have been made by the two Corporations to bring 
about some measure of uniformity in their respective wage 
structures, the absence of adequate scientific evaluation of 
the various jobs in the two Airlines, have made wage nego- 
tiations and settlement in the past difficult, and have resulted 
in claims and counter-claims relating to wage differentials, 
relative skills and working conditions within each Corpora- 
tion and as between the two. The Management of the two 
Corporations, in consultation with a number of unions of 
their employees have suggested the creation of an indepen- 
dent job evaluation machinery to examine the different types 
of jobs in the two Airlines for the purpose of rationalisation 
of wage structure. 


No. F. 12/17/66 -FI , — In partial modification of Govern-

Efforts are also being made to get one more expert/assessor 
through the International Federation of Air Line Pilots Asso- 
ciation. Government hope to announce the name of this 
third assessor as soon as the necessary negotiations are com- 
pleted. 

The Committee will conduct job evaluation, having regard 
to the duties, qualifications and responsibilities of the various 
categories of workmen. It will not fix any wage or salary 
rates but will determine the relative value of one job as 
against another in each Corporation, viz. Air-India and 
Indian Airlines Corporation, and also as between the same 
jobs in the two Corporations, with a view to providing a 
sound and scientific basis for future wage negotiations and 
wage agreements and judicial awards after current agree- 
ments expire. 

3. The terms of reference of the Committee will be as 

follows : — 

The job evaluation will be made to determine the relative 
position in the job structure of the following categories of 
employees of Air-India and IAC taking into account inter alia 
the nature of the jobs, the work-load and skills involved and 
the type of equipment in use : — 

(i) The cockpit crew, viz. Pilots. Navigators. Flight 
Engineers of each of the two Corporations infer se 
and of the two Corporations as aforesaid.
